1. 



Claims 10-66 are presented for examination. 



2. 35 U.S.C. 101 reads as follows: 

Whoever invents or discovers any new and useful process, machine, manufacture, or composition of 
matter, or any new and useful improvement thereof, may obtain a patent therefor, subject to the 
conditions and requirements of this title. 

3. Claims 24, 25, 37 and 64 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 101 because the 
claimed invention is directed to non-statutory subject matter. 

The claims require a recording medium which bears or records a program. At 
page 194 of the instant specification, at paragraph 434, the medium is described to 
include a transmission medium. Transmission media comprise signals as the recording 
medium. Signals fail to fit any of the four statutory classes of invention.

4. Restriction to one of the following inventions is required under 35 U.S.C.

I. Claims 10, 12, 14, 16, 17, 20, 22, 24, 38-66, drawn to selecting a 
chrominance signal obtained by color correction, classified in class 345, subclass 600. 

II. Claims 11, 13, 15, 18, 19, 21, 23, 25-37, drawn to a region where a 
plurality of pixels having a predetermined color component exist adjacently, classified in 
class 382, subclass 254. 

The inventions are distinct, each from the other because of the following reasons: 

Inventions I and II are related as subcombinations disclosed as usable together 
in a single combination. The subcombinations are distinct if they do not overlap in 
scope and are not obvious variants, and if it is shown that at least one subcombination 
is separately usable. In the instant case, subcombination II has separate utility such as 
edge detection or edge enhancement. See MPEP § 806.05(d). 

The examiner has required restriction between subcombinations usable together. 
Where applicant elects a subcombination and claims thereto are subsequently found 
allowable, any claim(s) depending from or otherwise requiring all the limitations of the 
allowable subcombination will be examined for patentability in accordance with 37 CFR
